is to be done with 1,000,000 surplu s 
doe deer? 
T hat question is causing the P e n n ­ 
sylvania Game Commission a lot of 
worry, not to mention a deluge of let­ 
te rs and 
some 
thousand 
proposed 
solutions. 
On the basis of careful reports made 
by game protecto rs in the deer dis­ 
tricts, the Game Commission decided 
early in the year that ther e are a p­ 
proximately 
1,300,000 more does 
in 
Pennsylvania than are necessary. 
The condition aro se because almost 
since the commission has functioned 
the killing of does has been punis ha­ 
ble with a fine of 100 perfectly good 
dollars or the same am ount of days in 
jail. 
During the last decade the c om m is­ 
sion has carried on a ceaseless c a m ­ 
paign urging protection of the does 
an d pointing tho finger of scorn at 
the men who violated the law. 
Old hu n ter s to whom a deer was a 
deer and not a buck, fully antlered, or 
a doe, gradua lly came over to the 
Commission’s viewpoint. 
The hunte r 
who shot a doe came to be looked up­ 
on as man who would kill a 
“kind 
laced cow ” in past ure or dynam ite a 
trout pool. 
As a result each year several hu n ­ 
dred thousand hunters sear ched the 
m ountain s for bucks and 
permitted 
the does to escape. A few were killed 
in mistake but not enough to prevent 
a steady in crease in the female deer 
population. Good crops and good deer 
countr y seldom go together. 
As the 
deer multiplied, tlie farm ers suffered 
Reports of dam age usually came from 
sections of the state 
w here 
heavy 
crops a re sc arce and raising of food 
supplies are difficult. 
F a rm e rs in these sections became 
so insistent in their dem ands that the 
d eer population be decreased that the 
commission 
opened 
cert ain 
counties 
or sections of them to the legal killing 
of does. A special license was neces­ 
sary and eac h hunter was limited to 
one doe. 
At the last session of the legislature 
the 
commission 
sponsored 
a 
plan 
which would have opened practically 
the en ti re state to the shooting of 
does. Organizations of sportsm en op­ 
posed the bill and it failed of passage. 
Forced to take action of some kind 
to reduce the n u m be r of doe, the c om ­ 
mission decided to send expert m a r k s - ; 
men into the deer countr y and permit 
them to kill an unlimited n u m ber of 
does. As in the case of does illegally 
killed, the ca rc asses were to be turned 
over to hospitals. 
The action of the commission im ­ 
mediately divided the state's s po r ts ­ 
m en into two camps. One side favored 
the plan but the other opposed it just 
a s vigorously. 
Men 
who had never 
shot a doe decided that ii the killing 
of them was to be put on a sl aughte r 
« hop basis with the hospitals getting 
the meat, then the fellows who had 
been buying hunting licenses for ten 
years ought to be given the privilege 
of killing them. 
Part of the opposi­ 
tion was based on an old time hu n t­ 
e r ’s worry that hospital staffs and not 
the patients profited from the meat 
went to the institutions. 
Most of the opposition to the plan 
ca me from 
unorganized hunte rs for 
the average organization did not dare 
to change its position and 
pre a c h­ 
ments regar din g the s la u g hte r of does. 
T he only way in which such hunte rs 
fav ored allowing those who wanted to 
kill does to be given the permission 
wa s with the proviso that the names 
of all such hunte rs be made public.
